price range of around $3.5 
million. 

Ward 2 Coun. Rick Shular 
was the first to express his 
opinion, that spending this 
type of money isn't as easy as it 
was when the pool was built 
by the Kinsmen Club 44 years 
ago. 

"This is not 1967, when we 
had $30 million to bank on," 
said Shular. 

He suggested the Town 
should consider at a splash 
pad for a temporary solution 
and in three to five years, take 
another look at a new pool. 
But as council gets ready for 
budget deliberations in the 
next few weeks and could 
already face a potential nine 
per cent tax hike from last year, 
adding the cost of a new facil¬ 
ity or major improvements to 
the existing in one is not feasi¬ 
ble, in his estimation. 

"I'm just not comfortable 
going to the taxpayer," he 
said. 

Ward 3 Coun. Bob Steckley 
agreed with Shular, saying that 
the options to build a new 
facility at this time should be 
out of the question because of 
other projects and issues that 
need to be addressed in the 
coming months. 

"The Kinsmen Pool is only 
one issue the Town of Fort Erie 


has to look at during budget 
time," said Steckley. 

He also feels the municipal¬ 
ity should not move forward 
with opening the facility for 
2012 until safety issues are 
taken care of first 
"No matter what we do, if 
the pool is open in 2012, that 
has to be addressed immedi¬ 
ately," he added. 

Steckley also suggested 
tabling the report until input 
from the community is 
received, on what direction to 
swim in on this matter. 

Ward 6 Coun. Pail Collard 
agreed with what his col¬ 
leagues were saying, in his 
own brief statement 
The issue of safety is para¬ 
mount he said, as well as the 
potential costs. But the pool is 
also nowhere near where it 
should be when it comes to 
wheelchair accessibility. 

"Access to the pool is very 
limited, as well," said Collard. 

Ward 4 Coun. John Hill said 
this is a "difficult but easy" 
decision. The poolis an impor¬ 
tant landmark to the commu¬ 
nity, but he shared the senti¬ 
ments of his fellow councillors 
when it comes to costs and 
what taxpayers would be faced 
with if council elected to move 
forward with sinking millions 
of dollars into the facility. 


'We just can't afford it, as 
much as we'd like to see it," 
said Hill. 

Ward 5 Coun. Don Lubberts 
resp onded to comments made 
earlier in the debate about 
how when the pool was built 
in 1967, many residents didn't 
have the luxury of a swimming 
pool at home to col off in on a 
hot summer day. 

He agreed this is more com¬ 
mon in this day and age, but 
there are still many who need 
a facility like the Kinsmen Pool 
to swim in. Lubberts suggest¬ 
ed the Town could formulate a 
plan to transport young swim¬ 
mers to local beaches until a 
resolution is found. 

"There are still people who 
don't have pools in their back¬ 
yard, who need a facility like 
this," said Lubberts. 

"We should provide them 
with something/' he added. 

Coun. Passero said the fea¬ 
sibility is a long-awaited docu¬ 
ment that is designed to give 
council a better understand¬ 
ing of what needs to be done 
to save the aquatic facility. 

He understands that funds 
are very tight at the moment... 
but it is a facility needed in the 
community. 

"I believe there is still a need 
for fo" he said. 

He moved for the option of 


reconstruction, which would 
be about $2.5 million... but 
with guidelines. He asked for 
the earlier suggestion of mov¬ 
ing ahead with a $3.5 multi¬ 
use facility to be removed from 
the debate. 

He feels local residents 
should not have to pay the 
entire price tag, regaidless of 
what direction is eventually 
taken. 

”1 don't think the taimayer 
has it in their pockets, 1 " said 


Instead, he has asked Town 
staff to prepare a report in the 
near future that would explain 
the impact on the overall levy 
if the municipality were to 
pitch in $1.5 million, leaving 
his fundraising committee

On Monday night, the 
community gathered to pay 
tribute to a young girl whose 
life was cut far too short. 

About 200 people gath¬ 
ered at the Angel of Peace 
monument at the municipal 
centre to remember Marissa 
Whalen, a two-year-old girl 
who is believed to have been 
murdered. 

Three people have been 
charged in the case, includ¬ 
ing her mother. 

The other two individuals 
allegedly helped cover up 
the homicide. 

But Monday's candlelight 
vigil wasn't designed to dis¬ 
cuss this horrific act, it was 
to raise awareness about 
how important it is to pro¬ 
tect local youth, says the 
event's organizer Mindy 
KRIS DUBE Fort Erie Times Yandeau-Leveille. 

She only knows the 


accused individuals from 
sharing a seat next to each 
other on the Fort Erie Transit 
service on occasion, but 
being a mother of her own

Plans for the 2012 season at the Fort Erie 
Racetrack are moving ahead, despite an 
application for race dates that is slightly 
smaller than last year 
On Tuesday, representatives from the 
Fort Erie live Racing Consortium (FELRC) 
met with media at the track to give a brief 
on the upcoming meet 
The FELRC has applied for 69 dates to 
the Ontario Racing Commission, which is 
down from the 78 dates held at the historic 
oval in 2011. 

"We're looking at a slightly revised 
schedule, said Jim Hubert, chief executive 
officer of the FELRC. 

Starting on May 6 and concluding on 
Oct 16, the non-profit group who has

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Council members to hear Friends of Crystal Beach appeal 


Four members of council 
are opposed to a staff rec¬ 
ommendation that would 
see the Friends of Crystal 
Beach (FOCB)'s appeal over 
the suspension of its gam¬ 
ing license be conducted by 
the Alcohol and Gaming 
Commission of Ontario 
(AGCO). 

Tabled for the last two 
weeks leading up to 
Monday's council -in-com- 
mittee meeting, councillors 
wanted to wait until corre¬ 
spondence from the ACGO 
was received by the Town of 
Fort Erie, to determine what 
format the appeal process 
would take. 

Councillors Bob Steckley, 
John Hill, Don Lubberts and 
and Paul Collard voted 
against the report and 
instead have opted for the 
non-profit group's case to 
be heard by a committee 
formed by council mem- 

The panel will consist of 
Lubberts, Hill and Collard. 

The FOCB had its bingo 
license revoked by the 
Town's gaming commission 
earlier this month, due to 
political content on its web¬ 
site, which also promotes 
community events hosted 
by the group. 


The four local politicians 
who voted against the reso¬ 
lution, feel the FOCB should 

but not through the AGCO. 

A letter from the provin¬ 
cial commission's chief 
operating officer Tom 
Mungham says the appeal 
can be heard by the munici¬ 
pality because there is a by¬ 
law in place that would 
allow it to happen that way. 

"According to your by¬ 
law, it appears that the 
Corporation of the Town of 
Fort Erie has an appeal pro¬ 
cess in place for your 
municipality's eligibility 
assessments, in which a 
hearing is scheduled and 
both parties have an oppor¬ 
tunity to provide informa¬ 
tion in support of their 
respective positions," wrote 
Mungham. 

"The AGCO does not have 
a similar process," he 
added. 

Ward 3 Coun. Bob 
Steckley has concerns with 
taking the appeal to the 
province and instead 


believes it should be con¬ 
ducted in-house. 

"According to the letter, 
they will not be able to state 
their case and be heard," 
said Steckley. 

Ward 4 Coun. John Hill 
feels what is written in the 
letter from the AGCO 
defines that council is per¬ 
mitted to hear the appeal. 

"We have the ability with¬ 
in the virtues of our by-law 
to do this," said Hill. 

Ward 6 Coun. Paul Collard 
opined at the meeting that 
this decision is about "due 
process" and exercising the 
rights of groups such as the 
FOCB. 

"We must make sure they 
maintain their rights," said 
Collard, who disputed com¬ 
ments that some members 
of council may be headed 
into this process with their 
minds already made up. 

He said there are no per¬ 
sonal feelings and that often 
when he is behind the plate, 
he may not like one of the 
teams or some of its players, 
but it's all about making fair 


"It's about making sure 
there's an even playing 
field," said Collard. 

Mayor Doug Martin feels 
otherwise, considering the 
three councillors appointed 
to the appeal committee 
share the same views as the 
FOCB over the Crystal 
Beach Gateway Project, the 
issue that has put the non¬ 
profit group in hot water 
and is the origin of this 
recent controversy. 

"I don't think anyone 
around this table Is impar¬ 
tial," said Martin. 

Ward 2 Coun. Rick Shular 
didn't mince any words, 
expressing his frustration 
with this matter. 

'I sit here week after week 


"If you don't think you 
have a conflict, God help 
you," said Shular. 

Ward 1 Coun. Stephen 
Passero said it should be 
understood that the FOCB 
has the opportunity to sub¬ 
mit all the necessary docu¬ 
mentation to the AGCO to 
provide it's side of the story 
and are only not able to 
explain its case verbally, 
referring to a portion of the 
gaming act. 

"Am I just reading it dif¬ 
ferently, or are they not 
being given the opportunity 
to hand in any info they'd 
like?" 


Earlier this month, 
Passero submitted his own 
name as a potential candi¬ 
date to sit on the committee 
that will hear the appeal, 
but on Monday asked to 
have his name removed 
from consideration because 
of advice he received from 
outside legal counsel. 

"As a town councillor, I'm 

and my opinion is that the 
best course of action is to let 
the province handle it. 
Therefore, there can be no 
accusations of conflict or 
bias," said Passero after the 
meeting.

A call centre that rents one 
of the abundant available 
spaces on Garrison Road in 
Fort Erie does provide jobs 
for the local workforce, no 
argument there. But how 
much tax revenue does it 
provide the Town? How 
many tourists come to see a 
call centre? Was there any 
well paying construction 
jobs created when the call 
centre moved in? 

The Canadian Motor 
Speedway is not just about 
Fort Erie, it’s about Niagara, 
and it’s about Southern 
Ontario. If people stay in 
Niagara Falls, instead of Fort 
Erie, that’s fine, because 
many people from Fort Erie 


work in the hospitality indus¬ 
try in Niagara Falls and I’m 
sure they’d love to bring their 
tip money back to town to 
spend it here. And if the 
Speedway offers local ser¬ 
vices clubs a chance to gen¬ 
erate some funds, well that’s 
awesome, because I am the 
president of a local associa¬ 
tion and I know how hard it 
is to raise funds. 

Does Fort Erie’s call cen¬ 
tre’s do that for local service 
clubs or charities? 

And if my kids want to 
work at a call centre, or a 
concession stand, that’s fine 
too.

Giliforte made of all of the 
horrific diseases Fort Erie 
folks will get from the car 
exhaust may be a bit far 
fetched.
